"But with the doctrino of special 


benefits, namely, that the bcnefitted 
property of every locality and .not the 
taxes of the nation, should be required 
to pay tho expenses of permanent im- 
provements, the government might ad- 
vance on a policy of public 'ownership 
without fear that !ocal private inter- 
ests would log-roll the ceneral public 
interest.
